Supreme Court of Louisiana in the 
matter of taxes on commercial 
travelers. The Louisiana Court 
followed the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
in the Robbins case, holding taxes 
upon commercial travelers from 
other States invalid. The Texas 
Court, on the other hand, has de- 
cided in the case of Ex parte Asher 
that State taxes upon drummers 
from other. States are valid. The 
Texas Court uses the following ex- 
traordinary language regarding the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of 


the Onited States: 

Such decisions, no more than the de- 
cisions of State Courts, are or should 
be binding upon the latter, if in them- 
selves unwarranted, assumptions of 
constitutional authority—innovations 
of Federal power, where such power 
does not and never was intended to 
apply and operate—and, moreover, 
where said decisions are directly in 
conflict with well adjudicated cases of 
the same Court, which are not over- 
ruled, and which in addition to their 
equal authority are based upon funda- 
mental and eternal principles of rea- 
son, justice and right. * * * The 
doctrine announced in the Robbins 
case, and which is here relied on, 
stands without support in previous 
adjudications of the Court in which it 
was laid down, and this, too, without 
overruling previous decisions of the 
same Court in diametrical opposition 
to it. The Robbins case—decided by a 
divided Court—is in direct conflict 
with a number of cases decided by the 
same Court, and ;in which there was 
no division of opinion on the question. 
Under such circumstances we do not 
feel bound by the Robbins decision, 
and not-believing it to be the law of 
the land, we will not consider it of 
binding force upon us.

Deluded Settlers. 
| WASHINGTON, July 23. 
On the 7th instant the Secretary of 
the Iuterior, in the case of the Fort 
Boise reservation, decided that land 
put ina reservation in excess of 640 
acres, the amount limited by law, is 


illegally reserved,and declared it open 
to entry and settlement. Since the 
promulgation of that decision, and in 
the belief that the ruling of the Secre- 
tary 1n that case applied to the Fort 
Ellis military reservation,in Montana, 
containing 36,000 acres,a large number 
of settlers entered upon and asserted 
their claims to land in the latter reser- 
vation. 

Acting Secretary Muldrow, to-day, 
in a letter to the custodian of Fort 
Ellis, decides that the law of 1853, lim- 
iting military reservations to 640 
acres, applied only to the Territory of 
Oregon, as then constituted, its east- 
ern boundary beiug the summit of the 
Rocky Mountains, and as Fort Ellis is 
east of that boundary it does not come 
within the purview of the statute lim- 
iting the area of a military reservation.
